SUGAR—-B#ET PRODUCTION IN 
THE SOUTH, 


We are glad to see it announced that 
General Le Due, the new commissioner 
of ayriculture, has at least ‘two ideas ”’ 
In this respect, by the way, he may be 
considered the superior of his prede- 
cessor, whose only idea seems to have 
been to confiue the cperations of the 
department to the distribution of val- 
entine beans and rat-tail raddish seed 
among a few favored ones. These two 
ideas are reported to be -tbhe promos 
tion of the growth of forests on the 
naked plains of the west. for their me- 
teorological influerce;and the encour. | 
agement of beet production in the 
south for the .mapnufactuie of sugar. 
Both these ideal enterprises, especially 
the laiter in which we natu:ally feel a 
deeper interest, we hope will speedily 
result in practical realities, and thus 
another profitable crop be added to 

“’rgiy.gur agriculture, now too much 
restricted to the production of cotton. 

This suggests then: Is it feasible and 
will it be. profitable fei us to grow bects 
on an extended scale and undertake to 
convert them intosugar? There have 
been no experiments of sufficient mag- 
nitude conducted in this coun'ry, to 
authorize an indispu abie answer to 
these questions. We can say though 
that in al! respecis except labor we 
have euperior fuecilities to France, 
whose basis of agriculture is the beet, 
asthe turnip isin E gland. The only 
drawback which presents itself to our. 
mind, is the general poverty of our 
Jands, for the beet, as all other root 
crops, requires a rich, mellow and 
thoroughly cultivated soil. For the 
same lands upon which we might raise 
a sup¢rior crop of cotion or corn, would 
under the same conditiong, return an 
unprofitable yield ot beets. 

To make it remunerative, we should 
‘then be compelled to do as is done in 
France and other. paris of Europe, 
where the beet is extensively cultiva~ 
ted—-pursue an intensive system of 
culture—and tais we regard a most im- 
portant consideration. The effect, 
therefore, which beet production as a 
prominent crop would have upon our 
system of egriculture would be most 
salutar:, judging from the experience 
of France. Ever since the reign-of 
Nay oleon I, who created this industry, 
or Napoleon III, who protected it, her 
agriculture has flourished and her rural 
population have been thrifty and con-~ 
tented as never before. In those sec- 
tions where beet root scgar is exten«- 
sively made, the lands are much high- 
er in value than in other parts of the 
empire, aud statistics show that as this 
indusiry has. increased, all other pro- 
ductions have in the same regions pro- 
portionably increased. If France finds 

it profitable, with dear lands and high 
taxes, to produce. beets at $4 per ton, 
six to nine tons per acre being the av 
erage yield, why should not we, with 
vheap lands and low taxes and with 
other advantages which she does not 
possess, as cheap fuel for instance, also 
find it profitable? But there is an ac- 
companying industry to the sugar beet 
which is by no means insignificant, 
and that is the fattening, of cattie on 
the expressed pulp, which) in France, 
is said to be more than §¥),000 head 
per annum. _

Army—Hosiitiec Germau Sentiment, 
Etc. . 

Lonpox, August 24.—Telegrams from 
the seat of warseem to show that the Turks 
have at last commenced serious opera iois 
against the Russian position from three sides 
simnitaneousiy. Thus a Bucharest telegram 
states that Usman Pashe commands in person a 
sirong reconnoitering force near Selvi. This 
reconnoisance may account for the previous re~ 
port efan attack on Selvi. A Russien offich:! 
telegram dated at Gornystuden,A ngust 22d, this 
evening says: As weli as attacks in the direcuon 


of Schipka and Selvi, the Turks have mide at- 
tempts to breakin up» the Russian out posts 
on the side of Rustchuk, Rasgrad, Shumla and 
Eski Djuma. Mehemet Ali, who commands 
iu that section of the country. telegraphs to 
Constantinople on August 22d, claiming that d's 
forces hav? repulsed six Russian battalions, re- 
captured the heights of Sighardi and also re- 
pulsed the Russians before Rasgrad and 
achieved uther miuor successes. 


The latest news from Turkey shows there is a 
renewal of activity not Only at the actual scene 
of op ‘ratious between the Turks and Russias, 
but also in places; where disturbances have 
hitherto been merely latent. Tous Reuter’s 
Athens telegram announces that an insurrection 
has broken out in Crete. The Turks have taken 
refage in the fortresses. The Christ:aus have 
reti to the mountains. Two engagemcais 
have been fought, one in the departmeat oi 
Cuarea and the otherin Retimo These,although 
unimportent in themselves, there’was only 36 
Turks and 17 Christians being killed—mark the 
beginning of the movement which is spreading 
intoSpnakia. The Greek journais published ia 
Constautivope state that Thessaly isin 4 state 
of brigandage, and expreas the hope that Greece 
will not assist the movement which has unuques-

Vir. WOFFORD, chairman of the 
Committee on the Payment of the 
Pubhe Debt begs leave to submit the 
followiag resolutions as their report,and 
recommend their adoption by the con- 
vention :

Mr. HARRELL moved to reco sider 
the action of the house on yesterday in 
re jecting the report of the Committee 
o. the Reduction of Judicial Circuits 
without consideration, and after an ar- 
gument on his part, supported by sta~ 
tisiics, his motion to reconsider was 
laid on the table. 

Mr WOFFORD. Mr. President, on 
yesterday the chairman of the com~ 
mittee introduced a resolution to lay on 
the table the report of the Committee on 
Public Works. I objected to it at the 
time, because it prevented the action 
#f this body on the penitentiary con- 
v ctsystem. I desire toentertain them 
but «» few moments. Tnis system is 
c mdemned by the pub’ic voice of Geor- 
gia. When you, Mr. President, were 
yvovernor, a bill was passed allowing 
ihe state to lease out the convicts, but 
General Ruzer, then military ggovernor 
of Georgia, was the first to lease out 
the convicts under this system. The 
convicts are now leased out under the 
uresent system passed by the act of 
the legislature, and it gives the con- 
victs to them for ten, twelve or even 
tw<nty-five years. Thereare a number 
of convicts, between eleyen and 
twelve hundred, and the state receives 
$25,000 per annum from them. By the 
first act of the legislature regulating 
these convicts the lessees were allowed 
to work them fr m ten totwelve hours 
per day, but theact of the last legisla- 
ture repeals that, and they can now be 
worked as many hours per day as-the 
lessees think proper. They are put 
upon every kind of work, mining, ¢x- 
cavating, farming, and everything else 
it is possible to put them on, 
and the state is paid for the hire of each 
about four or five cents per day only. 
The work and wages of the honest la» 
borers of the state dwindle almost to 
vothirng under this ruinous system. 
This system is unpopular with a large 
mzjori y of the people of this state, 
and at least three-fourths of the people 
object toit. I want the legislature to 
provide one Or more peuitentiaries 
for the punishment of these convicts. 
I want you to put it in the constitution 
because it has as much right to be put 
in the fundamental law as other things 
that you have already put in. I do not 
object to the severity of these convicts’ 
punishment, for I do not think it is 
severe enough; and 1 would have it 
much more-severe; I am in faver of 
solitary confinement. Here you group 
these convicts together,the hardened old 
criminal, one wno has been convicted 
of burglary, rape or arson, or some 
otbcr detestable crime, and you put 
with him # vouto, probably incarcer - 
ated tor some act done in the heat of 
passion, and what isthe resul.? The 
influence of that hardened old criminal 
is, of course, brought to bear upon the 
mind of the tender youth or young 
map, and you ruin that youth for life ; 
you are educating him ia crime, 
and from that education he 
will never recover. He will bear it 
through life, and his career will be a 
stain upon himself and family and a 
blot upon humanity. My plan is to 
pat these convicts in the penitentiary 
where they should be, and punish them 
on the solitary continement plan. There 
are no associations there to beget crime, 
their minds will have time to work, 
they will see the misery of their own 
existence, and when they are released, 
they will go back into the community 
with the determination and power to 
become good citizens, and to make 
« me amends for their fault in the past 
by their good conduct in the future. 
This, sir, is reforming the criminal, 
and this system of solitary confinement 
would be a blessing to them, while, on 
the contrary, the one we now have is a 
curse to them and to society. 

Sir, in the name of the people of 
Georgia and of humanity,1 cry out

Mr. BARROW. [n the outset, Mr. 
President, I desire, on benalf of the 
people of Clarke and for myself, to 
thank the convention for the kindness 
done me in postponing action upon 
this matter until my return.

In conjunction with sheep-raising 


and wool-growiug in the south, turnips 
would help through the winters, so 
that the sheep would do better than in 
the summer, and as wool is likely to 
take the lead there instead of cotton, 
the winter feed for sheep will be a 
great consideration, and especially so 
for the first few years after starting. 


But as rape would be fresh and unin- 


jured by any weather in that section, 
it would be an exceedingly convenient 
crop, as the cultivation is less expen- 
sive and the feeding of it would not be 
attended with so much attention as is 


required in folding and feeding tur- 
nips. As years pass by, after sheep 
have been principally used in pastur- 
ing, the grass, on all fields which are 
not plowed, will become of a better 


character, and the best native varie- 


ties, including white clover and blue 


yrase thicken so that a beautifal sward 
of a lawn-like appearance will greet 


the eye, and these fine, dwarf grasses 


stand hot weather and do not wither 
up and look like old thatch, as timothy 
and other cearse tall-growing herbage 


do. 


As pastures improve in this way, the 
blue grass and some other varieties 
will be grown in the southern climate 


all winter, and, as by that time the 


yrowth of the latter part of the sum- 
mer and autumn can be raved fi r win- 
ter, turnips will ve less in demand, and 
rape would be just the thing when the 
pastures began to get bare. Neverthe- 
liens, a good crop of turnips every year 
would enable a farmer to bring out a 
fine lot of mutton in the spring, and 
moreover, they would cause an extra 
growth of wool of two or three or more 
pounds to each fleece, in proportion to 
the quantity of them given to the 
sheep. There are frequent complaints 
in newspapers, that) capitalists cannot 
place their money safely to obtain 
much interest. Why,then, don’t they 
buy some of this southern land, and, 
iastead of following’ western manage- 
mont, which is always hable to losses 
from storms and unusually severe sea- 
sons, proceed upoo a modified Eng!ish 
system ? 

Lhave an English shepherd at the 
present time, wlio received a premium 
for raising 270 lambs from 200 ewes, 
and not one ewe was over four years 
old. It is a general practice there to 
have no unsalable mutton, For if the 
sheep are sold moderately young, they 
give goo! returos, and thus also the 
drawbacks of old, inferior, flabby mut- 
ton and light fleeces are avoided. Ear- 
tuarks on sheep showing them to be as 
much as ten years old, prove there is 
very little knowledge of a paying sys- 
tem of sheep-husbandry, and as ex~ 
portation increases, the eyes of such 
managers as those who sell their lambs 
and keep old ewes in the flock, will be 
opened to such imbecility. In Eng- 
land, mutton bringsa moch higher 
price in proportion to beef, than tn the 
United States, and if any one willtake 
ihe trouble to note the market prices, 
as quoted in English papers, he will see 
the difference. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that there is no selling 
by ripe-weight in a general way, in 
kingiand; the quotations being for dress- 
‘ed weigit. 

’ The great advan'age of roots and rape 
in the south, would consist in the fact 
that the climate would permit the eat- 
ing of themas they are eaten in Eng- 
iaod, thus saving the tabor of harvest - 
ing and haulirg them home. The soil 
also would in this way be better fertil- 
ized by the consumption of the crop 
where it was grown, and people would 
be able to keep more sheep and make

THE OUTCOME OF THE LABORSOF

BILL OF RIGHTS. 

PREAMBLE. 

To perpetuate the principles of free 
yovernment, insure justice to all, pre- 
serve peace, promote the interest and 
happiness of the citizen, and transmit 
to posterity the enjoyment of liberty. 
we, the people of Georgra, relying apon 
the protection and guidance of A_-~ 
mighty God, do ordain and establish 
this constitution : 

ARTICLE 1. 

Section I. Paragraph 1. All govern 
ment, of right, originates with the peo- 
ple, is founded upon their will only, 
und is instituted solely for the good ot 
the whole. Public officers are the 
trustees and the servants of the people, 
and, at all times, amenable to them. 

Par. 2. Protection to person and 
property is the paramount duty of gov- 
ernment, and sbail be imparcial and 
com plete. 

Par. 3. No person shall be deprived 
of life, hberty, or property, except by 
due process of law. 

Par. 4. No person shall be deprived 
of the right to prosecute or defend his 
own cause in any of the courts of this 
state, in person, by attorney, or both. 

Par. 5. Every person charged with an 
offense against the laws of this state shall 
have the privilegeand benefit of counsel; 
shall be furnished, on demand, with a 
copy of the accusation, and a list of the 
witnesses on whose testimony the 
charge against tim is founded ; sbail 
bave compulsory process to obtain the 
testimony of his own witnesses ; shal! 
be contronted with the witnesses testi- 
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trial 


Far. 6. No person shall be compelled 
to give testimony tending in any man- 
ner to criminate himself. 

Par. 7. Neither’ banishment beyond 
the limits of the state, nor whipping,

Par. 8. No person shall be put in 
jeopardy of life, or liberty, more than 
once for the same offense, save on bis, 
or her, own motion for a new trial aiter 
conviction, or in ¢ase of mistrial. 

Par. 9. Excessive bail shall not be 
required, nor excéssive fines imposed, 
oor cruel and unusual punishments 
inflicted; mor shall any person be 
abused in being errested, while under 
arrest, Or in prison. 

Par. 10. No person shall be com- 
pelled to pay costs except after convic~- 
tion on final trial.. 

Par. 11. The writ of habeas corpus 
shall net be suspended. ; 

Par. 12. All men haye the satural and 
inahenable right to worship God, each 
according to the dictates of his own 
conscience, and po human authority 
should, in any case, control or interfere 
with such right of: conscience. 

Par. 13. No inhabitant of this state 
shall be molested in person or property, 
or prohibited from holding any public 
office, or trust, on acconnt of his reli- 
gious Opinions ; but the right of liberty 
of conscience shall not be so construed 
as to excuse acts of licentiousness, or 
justify practices inconsistent with the 
peace and safety of the state. 

Par. 14. No money sha!l ever be 
taken from the public treasury, directly 
or indirectly, in aid of any church, seet, 
or denomination of religionists, or of 
any sectarian institution. 

Par. 15. No law shall ever be passed 
to curtail, or restrain, the liberty of 
speech of the press; any person may 
speak, write, and publish his sent 
menis, on all subjects, being responsible 
for the abuse of that liberty. 

Par, 16. The right of the people to be 
secure in their perspns, hou ses. papers, 
and effects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not be 
violated; and no warrant. shall issue 
except on probable cause, supported by 
oath, or affirmation, particul ry de- 
scribing the place, or places, to be 
searched, and the persons and things 
Lo be seized. ; 

Par. 17. There shall be within the 
state of Georgia neither slavery nor in- 
voluntary servitude, save as a pupish- 
ment for crime after legal conviction 
thereof. : 

Par. 18. Tl.e social status of the citi- 
zen shail never be the subject of legis- 
lation, 

Par. 19, The civil authority shall be 
superior to the military, and no soldier 
shall, in time of peace, be quartered in 
any house, without the consent of the 
owner, nor in time of war, except by 
the civil magistrate, in such manner as 
may be provided by law. 

Par. 20. The power of the courts to 
punish for contem pt'shall be limtted by 
legislative acts. | 

Par. 21. There shall be no imprisons 
ment for debt. , 

Par, 22 The right of the people to 
keep and bear arms, shall oot be in- 
fringed, but the gen¢ral assembly shall 
have power to prescribe the manner in 
which arms shall be ‘borne. 

Par. 23. The legislative, judicial and 
executive powers shall forever remain 
separate and distinct, and no person 
discharging the duties of one, shall, at 
the same time, exefcise the functions 
of either of the others, except as here 
in provided. 

Par. 24. The people have the right to 
assemble peaceably for their common 
good, and to apply to'those vested with 
the powers of government for redress 
of grievances by petition or remon- 
strance. 

Par. 25. All citizens of the em 
States, resident in this state, are hereBy 
declared eitizens of this state. and it 
shall be the duty of the general assem- 
bly to enact sach laws as will protect 
them in the full enjoy ment of the nghits 
privileges and immunities due to such 
citizenship. ! 

SeceTioN IL. Par. 1. In all prosecutions 
or indictments for libel the truth may 
be given in evidence; and the jury in 
all criminal cases, sliall be the judges 
of the law and of the facts. The pow. 
er of the judges to grant new trials in 
cases Of Conviction, is, preserved, 

Par. 2. Treason against the state of 
Georyvia, shall consist of levying war 
against her; adhering to her enemies ; 
giving them aid and comfort. No per- 
son shall be convicted of treason, ex- 
cept on the testimony of two witnesses 
to the same overt act, or confession in 
open court. 

Par. 3. No conviction shall work cor- 
ruption of blood, or forfeiture of estate. 

Par. 4. All lotteries, and the sale of 
lottery tickets are hereby prohibited ; 
and this prohibition shail be enforced 
by penal laws. 

Par. 5. Lobbying is declared to be a 
crime, and the general assembly shall 
euforce this provision: by suitable pen- 
alties. : 

Par. 6. The general assembly shall 
have the power to provide for the pun 
ishment of fraud ; and shall provide, by 
law, for reaching the: property of the 
debtor concealed from ‘the creditor. 

Secrion [I[. Paragraph 1. In cases 
of necessity, private’ ways may be 
granted upon just compensation being 
first paid by the appiicant. Private 
»yroperty shall not be taken or damaged, 
be public parposes, without just and 
adequate com pensation being first paid. 

Par. 2. No bill ofattainder, ex post facto 
law, retroactive law, or law impair- 
ing the obligation of contracts, or 
making irrevocable grant of special 
privileges or immudgities, shall be 
passed. 

Par. 3. No grant of special privileges 
or immunities shall be revoked, except 
in such manner as to work no injustice 
to the corvorators or ¢reditors of the 
incorporation. . ; 

SecTion 4. Paragraph 1. Laws of a 
general nature shail have uniform ope- 
ration throughout the state, and no 
special law shall be ena¢ted-in any case 
lor which provision has: been made bv 
an existing general law. No general 
law affecting private rights, shall be va- 
ried in any particuiar dase, by special 
legislation, except with the tree consent, 
in writing, of all persons to be affected 
thereby ; and no persyn under legal 
disability to contract, is tapable of such 
consent. 

Par. 2. Legislative acts in violence of 
this constitution, or the'constitution of 
the United States, are void, and the 
judiciary shall so declare them. 

Section 6. Par. 1. The people of this 
state bave the inhereut, sole and ex- 
clusive right of regulating their inter- 
nal government, and the police thereot, 
and of altering and abolishing their 
constitution whenever itimay be neces 
sary to their safety and jappiness. 

Par. 2 The enumeration of rights 
herein contained as a part of this con 
stitution, shail not be construed to 
deny to the people any tahereut rights 
Which they may have hitherto enjoyed.

Section III. Paragraph 1. Electors 
shalt, in all cases, except for trea- 
son, felony, larceny, and breach of the 
peace, be privileged from arres. duriog 
their attendanee on elections, and in 
voing to and returning from the same. 
~ Section LV. Paragraph 1. No per- 
son who is the holder of any public 
money, contrary to law, shall be eligi- 
ble to any office in thie state, until the 
same is accounted for and paid into the 
treasury. 

Par. 2. No person who, after the 
adoption of this constitution, being a 
resident of this state, shall have been 
convicted of fighting a duel in this state, 
or convicted of sending, or accepting a 
challenge, or convicted of aiding, oO} 
abetting such duel, shall hold office in 
this state, unless he shall have been 
pardoned; and every such person skal, 
also, be subject to such punishment as 
may be prescribed by law.

Section Lil. Paragraph 1. The house 
of representatives shall consist of one 
hundred and seventy-five representa-~ 
tives, apportioned among the eeveral 
counties as follows, to-wit: To the 
six counties having the largest popula- 
tion, viz: Chatham, Richmond, Burke, 
Houston, Bibb and Fulton,three repre- 
sentatives, each; to the twenty~six 
counties having the next largest popu~ 
lation, viz: Bartow, Coweta, Decatur, 
Fioyd, Greene, Gwinnett, Harris, Jef- 
ierson, Meriwether, Monroe, Muscogee, 
Newton, Stewari, Sumter, Thomas, 
Troup, Washington, Hancock, Carroll, 
Cobb, Jackson, Dougherty, Oziethorpe, 
Macon, Talbot and Wilkes, two repre- 
sentatives, each; and the remaining 
105 counties, one representative each.

Par. 2. The first election for members 
ef the general assembly, under this 
constitution, shall take place on the 
first Wednesday in December, 1877, 
the second election for the same 
shall be held on the first Wednes tay 
in October, 1880, and subsequent elec- 
tions biennialiy, on that day, until the 
day of election 1s Changed by iaw. 

Par. 3. The first meeting of the gen- 
eral assembly, aiter ratificatiou of this 
constitution, shall be on the first 
Wednesday in November, 1878, and 
biennially thereafte ’, on the same day 
until the day shall be changed 
by law. but nothing herein con- 
tained saoali be construe! to prevent 
the governor from calling an extra 
session of the general assembly before 
the first Wednesday in November, 
1878, if, in his opinion, the public good 
shad require it. 

A majority of each house 
shall constitute a quorum to. transact 
business; but a smaller number may 
adjourn from day io day and compe. 
the presence of its absent members, as 
each house may provide. 

Par. 5. Each senator and represen- 
tative, before taking his seat, shall take 
the following oath, or atfiirmation, to- 
wit: “I will support the cousti- 
tution of this State, and of the United 
States, and that on all questions and 
measures which may come before me, 
I will so conduct myself as will, in 
iny judgment, be most conducive to 
the interest and prosperity of this 
state.” 

Par. 6. No session of the general as-~ 
sembly shall continue longer than fors 
ty days, unless by a two-thirds vote of 
the whole number of each house. 

Par. 7. No person holding a military 
commission or other ,appointment or 
otlice having any emolument or com~ 
pensation annexed thereto under this 
state or the United States, or either of 
them, except justices of the peace and 
officers of the militia, norany deiaulter 
for public mouey or for any legal taxes 
required of bim shall have a seat in 
eitner house; nor shall any senator or 
representative, after his qualification 
as such, be elected by the general as- 
sembly or appointed by the governor, 
either with or without the advice and 
consent of the senate, tu any office or 
appointment. having any emolument 
annexed thereto during the time for 
which he shall have been elected. 

Par. 8. Tue seat of a member of 
either house siall be vacated on his re 
moval from tbe district or county from 
wich he was elected. 

SecTION V, Paragraph 1. The sena~ 
tors shall be citizens of the United 
States, who have attained the age of 25 
vears, and who shall have been citix 
zens of this state for four years, and 
for one vear residents ot the district 
from which elected. 

Par. 2. The presiding officer of the 
senate shall be styled the President of 
the Senate, aud shail be elected viva 
voce from the senators 

Par. 3 The senate shall have the 
sole power to try impeachments. 

Par. 4. Wheu sitting for that pur 
pose, the members shali be on oath or 
affirmation. and shail be presided over 
by the chief justice or the presiding 
justice of the supreme court. Snould 
the chief justic2 be disqua ified,the sen- 
ate shal! select the judge of the supreme 
court to preside. No person shall 
be canvicted without tne concurrence 
of two-thirds of the members present. 

Par. 5. Judgments, in cases of im- 
peachment, shall not extend further 
than removal! from olfice, and disquali- 
fication to hold and enjoy any oftice ot 
honor, trust or profit within this state; 
but the party convicted snall neverthe- 
less be liable and subject to indict~ 
ment, trial, judgment and punisnment 
according to law. 

Section VI. Paragraph 1. The rep- 
resentatives shall be citizens of the 
United States who have attained the 
ave of 21 years, and who shall have 
been citizens of this state for .wo years 
and for one year residents of the coun- 
ties from which elected. 

Par. 2. The presiding officer of the 
house of representatives shail be styled 
the Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives, and shall be elected viva voce 
from the body. 

Par. 3. Tne house of repres« ntatives 
shall havethe soie power to impeach 
all persons who shall bave been or 
may be in office. 

Secrion Vil. Paragraph 1. EKach 
house shall be the judge of tue elec- 
tion, returns and qualifications of its 
members, and shall nave power to pun- 
ish them for disorder.y behavior or 
misconduct, by censure, Gide, imprison. 
ment or expulsion; Lu) no member 
shall be expeiled except by a vote of 
two-thirds of the house to which he bex 
longs. 

Par. 2. Each house may punish py 
imprisonment, now extending beyond 
the session, any person, not a member, 
who shail be gulity of contempt by any 
disorderly behavior in its presence, or 
who shall rescue or attempt to rescue 
any pers. m arrested by order of either 
h »use. 

Par. 3. The members of both houses 
shall be free from arrest during their at- 
tendance on the general assembly and 
in goiny thereto and returning vhere- 
from,except for treason, felony, larce 
ny or breach of the pezce; and no 
member shall be liable to auswer in 
any other place for anything spoken in 
debate in either Louse. 

Par, 4. Each house shall keepaj ur- 
nal of its proceedings, and publish it 
immediately after its adjournment. 
Par. 5. The original juarnal shall be 
preserved alter pub.ication in the office 
of the secreiary ol 8 ate, but there shal) 
be no other record thereof, 

Par. 6. ‘Lhe yeas and nayson any 
question, shali, at the desire of one- 
hith of the members present, be en- 
tered on the journal. 

Par 7. Every bili, before it shall pass, 
shail be read three times, and on three 
separate days, in each huuse, unless in 
cases of actual invasion or insurrection. 
Par. 8. No law or ordinance si al! 
pass which. refers to more than vue 
subject matter, or contains matter dii- 
fereat from what is expressed in the ti- 
tle thereof. 


Par. 9. The general appropriation 
billshall embrace nothing except appro- 
priations fixed by previous laws, the 
ordinary expenses of tne executive, 
legislative and judicial departments 
of the government, payment of the 
public debt and interest. thereou, and 
for support of the pubir institutions 
and educational interests uf the state. 
All other appropriations shall be made 
by separate bills; each embracing but 
one subject. 

Par. 10. Al! bills for raising reve 
nue or appropriating money shall 
originate in the house of representa~ 
tives, but the senate may propose or 
concur in amendments, as in other 
bilis. 

Par. 11. No money shall bedrawn 
from the treasury except by appropria- 
tion made by Jaw, and a regular state- 
ment and account of the receipt and 
expenditure of all public money shail 
be published every three months, and, 
also, with the laws passed by each ses- 
sion of the general assembly. 

Par. 12. No bill or resolution appro- 

riating money shall becomea law un- 
i upon its passage, the yeas and 
nays, in each house, are recorded. 

Par. 13. All actsshall be signed by 
the president of the senate and the 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
and no bill, ordinauce or resolution, 
intended to have the effect of a law, 
which shail have been rejected by ei- 
ther house, shall be again proposed 
during the same session, under the 
same vr any other ttle, without the 
cousest of two-thirds of the house by 
which the same was rejected. 

Par. 14. No bill shail become a law 
uniess it shall receive a majority of ihe 
votes of all the members elected to 
each house of the general assembly, 
und it shall, in every instance, so ap- 
pear on the journal. 

Par. 15. All special or local bills 
shall originate in the house of repre- 
sentatives. ihe speaker of the house 
of representatives shall, within five 
days from the organization of the gen- 
eral assembly, appvint a committee, 
consisting of one trom each congres 
sional @istrict, whose duty shall be to 
consider and consolidate all special 
and local buis, on the same subject, 
and report the same to the house ; and 
no special or local bill shall be read or 
considered by the house until the same 
has been reported by said committee, 
unless by a two-thirds vote. And no 
bill shall be considered or reported to 
the house by said committee, unless 
tbe same shall have been laid before it 
within fifteen days after the organiza 
tion of the general assembly; except 
by a twoxthirds vote, also. 

Par. 16. No local or special bill 
ghall be pa sed, unless notice of the in 
tention to apply therefor shall have 
been publisheu in the locality where 
the matter or thing to be affected mav 
be situated, which notice shall be given 
at least thirty days prior to the intro- 
duction of such biliinto the general as- 
sembly, and in the manner to be 

prescribed by law. The _ evidence 
of such notice having been pub 
lished, shall be exhibited in the gen- 
eral assembly before such act shall be 
passed, / 

.17. No law, or section of the 
c de, shall be amended or repealed by 
mere reierence to its title, or to the 
number of the section oi the code, bat 
the amending, or repealing act, shal! 
distinctly describe the law to be 
amended or repealed, as well as tiie 
alteration to be made. 

Par. 18, The general assembly shall 
have no power to grant corporate pow 
ers and privileges to priyate companies, 
except bankiny, iygsurance, railroad, 
canal, navigation, express and telegraph 
companies; nor to make or change 
elecuion precincts; nor to establish 
bridges or ferries ; uorto change names 
or jegitimatize children; but it shall 
prescribe by law the manner in which 
such puwers shall be exercised by the 
courts, 

Par. 19 The general assembly shall 
have no power to relieve principals or 
securities upon forfeited — recog- 
nizances, from the payment there- 
of, ei her before or after 
judgmeut thereon, un!ess the principal 
in the recognizance shali have been ap- 
prehended and placed in the custody 
vf the preper officer. 

Par. 20. the general assembly shal! 
not authorize the construction of any 
Btreet passenger railway within the lim- 
its of any incorporated town or city, 
without the consent of the corporate 
authorities. 

Par. 21. Whenever the constitution 
reyvires a vote of two~thirds ot either 
or both houses for the passing of an act 
or resolution, the yeas aud nays on the 
passage thereof shall be entered on the 
journal. ; 

Par. 22. The general assembly shall 
have power to make all laws and ordi- 
nances consisteut with this constitu- 
tion, and not repugnant to the constitu- 
tion of the United States, which they 
shall deem necessary and proper for 
the welfare of the state. 

Par. 23. No provision in this consti- 
tution for a two-thirds vote of both 
houses of the general assembly shall 
be coustrued to waive the necessity for 
the signature of che governor, as in any 
other case, except in the case of the 
two-thirds vote required to override 
the veto, and in case of prolongation of 
a session uf the general assembly. 

Par. 24. Neither house shall adjourn 
for more than three days, or tu any 
other place, without the consent of the 
other, and in case of disagreement be- 
tween the two houses, on a question 
of adjournment, the governor may ad- 
journ either, or both of them. 

Section VIII.--Par. 1. The officers 
of the two hou-es, other than the pres~- 
ident and speaker, shall be a secretary 
of the senate and clerk of the heuse of 
representatives, and such assistants as 
they may appoint; but the clerical ex- 
pen:es of the senate shall not exceed 
sixty dollars per day, for each 
session, nor those of the house 
of representatives seventy  dol- 
lars per day for each session. The 
secretary of the senate and cierk of the 
house of representatives shall be re- 
quired to give bond and security for the 
taithfui dischbaige of their respective 
duties. 

Secrion IX.—Paragraph 1. The per 
diem of the memvers of the genera! as-~ 
sembly shall not exceed four dollars, 
and mileage shall not exceed ten cents 
per mile traveled by the nearest 
practicable route, in going to and 
returning from the capital; but the 
president of the senate and the speaker 
vf the house of representatives shali 
each receive not exceeding seven dol- 
lars per day. 

Section X —Paregraph 1. All elec- 
tions by the general assembly 
shall be viva voce, and the vote shail 
a; pear on the journal of the house ot 
representat.ves. When the senate 
and house of representatives unite for 
the purpose oi e.ections, they shall 
meetin the representative hall, and 
the president of the senate shall, in 
such cases, preside and declare the re- 
sult. 

Section XI. Paragraph 1. All prop- 
erty of the wile at the time of her mar- 
riage, and ail property given to, inherit- 
ed or acquired by her, sball remain her 
separate property, and not be liable 
for the debts of ber husband. 

Section XII. Paragraph 1. All life 
ineurance cumpanies vow doing busi 

ness in this state, or which may desire 
to establish agencies and do business 
in the state of Georgia, charvered by 
other states cf the union, or foreign 
states, shall show that they have de- 
posited with the comptroller general of 
the state in which they are chartered, 
or of this state, the insurance commis- 
sioner, or such other officer as may be 
authorized to receive it, not less than 
one hundred thousand dollars, in such 
securities as may be deemed by such 
officer equivalent to cash, subject to 
his order, as a@ guarantee fund tor the 
security of policy holders.

one aurdred thousand dollars, in such 
securities as may be deemed by him

order, a8 ® guarantee fund for the 
security of the policy holders of the 
¢ompany making such deposit, all in- 
terest and dividends arising from such 
securities to be paid, when due, to the 
company so depositing. Any such 
securities as may be needed or desired 
by the compapy may be taken from 
said department at any time by re- 
placing them with other securities 
equally acceptable to the comptroller 
general, whose certificate for the same 
shall be furnished to the company. 

Par. 4. Tne general assembly shall, 
from time to time enact laws to compe! 
all tire insurance companies, doing 
business in this state, whether charter 
ed by this state, or otherwise, to de- 
posit reasonable securities with the 
treasurer of this state, to secure the 
people against loss by the operations ot 
said companies, 

Par. 5. The general assembly shall 
compel all insuranc4 companies in this 
state, or doing business therein, under 
proper penalties, to make eemi-annua! 
reports to the governor, and print the 
same at their own expense, for the ine 
formation and protection of the peo- 
ple. 


ARTICLE 1V—POWEROFTHEGEN 
ZKRAL ASSEMBLY OVER TAXA 
TION. 

Secrion I, Paragraph 1. The right o: 
taxalion 1s a sovereign right—inalien- 
able, indestructible—is the life of the 
state, and rightfully belongs to the peo- 
ple in all republican governments, and 
neither the general assembly, nor any, 
nor all other departments of the gov- 
ernment established by this constitu~ 
ton, shall ever have the authority to 
irrevocably give, grant, limit, or re 
strain tuis rignt; and ail iaws, grants, 
contracts, and all other acts, whatso 
ever, by said government, or any de 
partinent thereof, to effect any of these 
purposes, shall be, and are hereby, de 
clared to be null and void, for every 
purpose whatsoever; and said right ol 
taxation shall always be ‘inder the 
complete control of, and revocable by, 
the state, notwithstanding any gilt, 
yrant, or contract, whatsoever, by ihe 
yeneral assembly. : 

Section Ll, Paragraph 1. The power 
and authority of regulating railroad 
freight and passenger tariffs, prevent 
ing unjust discriminations, and requir- 
ing reasonable and just rates of freight 
and passenger tarifis, are hereby cun- 
ferred upon tne yeneral assembly, 
whose duty it shall be to pass laws, 
fromm time to time, to regulate freigh: 
and passenger tariffs, to prohibit unjust 
discriminauions on the various rail 
roads of this state, and to prohibit said 
roaus trem charging other than just aud 
reasonable rates, aud enforce the same 
by adequate penalties. 

Par. 2. Lhe exercise of the right o! 
emivent domaiu shaii never be abridy- 
ed, nor so construed as to preventthe 
general assembly from taking the prop 
erty and franchises of incorporated 
companies, and subjecting them to 
pubiic use, the same as the pruperty ol 
individuais; and the exercise of the 
police power of the state shail never be 
abridged, nor so con trued, as to permit 
corpore lions to Conduct their business 
in such manper as to iniripge the equa! 
rights of individuals, or the gencrai 
well being of the state. 

Par. 3. lhe general assembly shall 
not remit the forfeiture of the charier 
vf any corporauion, now existing, nor 
alter or amend the same, nor pass aay 
other general or special law, tor the ben« 
elit of 8.id Corporation, except upon the 
coudiuon that such corporation shal! 
thereatter hboid its charter subject to the 
provisions of this Constitution; and 
every amendment of any charier o 
any Corporation in this state, or any 
special iaw for its benefit, accepted 
Lunereby, shall operate as a novation of 
said charter and shall bring the same 
under the provisions of this constitu- 
tion; Provided, that this section shall 
not exteud to any amendment for the 
purpose ot allowing any existing road 
Lo take stock in or aid in the building 
of any brauch road. 

Par. 4. The general assembly of this 
Slate suall have uO power to authorize 
any corporation to buy shares,or stock,in 
auy other corpuration in this state, or 
elsewhere, or to make any contract, or 
agreement whatever, with any such 
Curporation, whieh may have the effect, 
or be intended Lo have the etteet, to de- 
feat or lessen competition, or toeucoura- 
yge mon poly; and all such contracis 
aud agreements shall be illegal and 
void, 

Par. 5. No railroad company shal! 
giye, Or pay, any rebate, or bunus iu 
ihe naLure thereof, directly or indirect- 
ly, or du any act to misiead or deceive 
Lue public as to the reai rates charged 
or receiyed for freights or passage, and 
any such payments suall be illegal aud 
yold, and these. prohibitions shail be 
eulorced by suitable penalties. 

Par. 6. No provision of this article 
shall be deemed, heid or taken to im- 
pair the obligation of any contract

rar. 7. The general assembly shal. 
enforce the provisions of this article by 
appropriate legislation.

Sxecrion |. Paragraph 1. The oflicers 

of the executive department shali con- 
sist of a governor, secretary of state, 
comptroller general and treasurer. 
Par. 2. ‘Lhe executive power shal! be 
vesied in agovernor, whvu shall hold bis 
office during the term of two years, aud 
until his successor shail be chosen and 
qualified. He shall not be eligible to 
re-election, after the expiration of a 
second te:m, for the period of four 
years. He shail havea salarv of three 
thousand dollars per annum, (until! 
otherwise provided by a law passed by 
a two-thirds vote, of both branches 
of the general assembly) which 
shall not be increased or dimin- 
ished during the period for which he 
shall have been elected; nor shall he 
receive within that time, any other 
emolument from the United States, or 
either of them, or from any foreiga 
power, But this reduction of salary 
shail not appiy to the present term of 
the present governor, 

Par. 3. The first election for goyernor, 
under this constitution, shail be held 
on the first Wednesday in October, 
1880, and the governor-elect suail be 
instalied in utlice at the next session ot 
tue generai assembly.

8, In case of the death, resigna- 
tion or disability of the governor, the 
president of the senate shall exercise 
the executive powers of the government 
uniil such disability be removed, ora 
sucess ris elected and qualitied. Anu 
ine«we ot the: @ur,*esignation or disa 
bility v' ihe preside at of the senate,the 
speaker uf the house of representatives 
shall exercise the executive powers of 
the government, uottl the removal! of 
the disability,or the electionand quali 
fication of a governor. 

Par. 9 ‘The general assembly shal! 
have power to provide by law,for filling 
unexpired terms by specia) elections. 

Par. 10. The governor shall,before he 
enters on the duties of his offiee, take 
the following oath or stfirmation: “I du 
solemnly swear (or affirm as the case 
may be) that I will faithfully execute 
the otlice of governor of the state of 
Georgia, and will, to the best of my 
ability, preserve,protect and defend the 
‘constitution thereof, and the constitu 
tion of the United States of America.’ 

Par. ll. Tne governor shall be com- 
mander-in-chiet of the army and navy 
of this state,and of the militia there- 
ot. 

Par 12. He shall have powerto grant 
reprieves and pardons, to commute 
penalties, remove disabilities imposed 
by law, and to remit any part of a sen- 
tence for offeuses against the state,aiter 
conviction,except gin cases of treason 
and imp -achment,subject to such regu- 
latious as may be provided by law :el- 
ative to the manuer of applying for par- 
dons. Upon conviction for treason, he 
may suspend the execution of the 
sentence and report the case to the 
general assembly at the next meeting 
thereof, when the general assembiy 
shall either pardon, commute the sen- 
tence, direct 1 execution, or grant a 
furtber reprieve. He shall, at each 
s ssion ol tue geierai assembly, com- 
municate .o that body each case of re- 
prieve,pardon or Commutation granted, 
stating the name ot the convict, the 
offense of which he was convicted, tie 
sentence and its date, the date ot the 
reprieve, pardon or commutation, and 
the reasons for granting the same. He

Par. 13. He shall issue writs of elec 
tion to fill ail vacancies that mav 
happen in the senate or Louse of repre- 
sentatives, aod shall give the general 
assembly, trom time tu time, informa~ 
tion of the state of the commonwealth, 
and recommend to their consideration 
such measures ashe mav deem neces- 
sary, or expedieut. He shall have 
power to convoke the generai assembly 
on extraordinary occasions, but no law 
shall be enacted at calleu sessions of the 
general assembiy except such as shall 
relate to the object stated in his precla- 
mation conveniog therm, 

Pir. 14. When any office shall be- 
comwe vacant, by death, resignation, or 
otherwise, the governor shall have 
power to fill such vacanecy,unless other- 
wise provided by law; and persons so 
appo'nted snali continue in ottice until 
a successor is commissioned, agreeably 
t. the mode pointed out by this consti- 
tution, or by jaw in pursuanc2 thereof. 

Par. 16. A person once rejected by 
the senate shal! not be re-appointed by 
the governor to the same office during 
the same session, or the recess there- 
after. 

Par. 16. The governor shall have the 
revision of all bilis passed by the 
general assembly, before the same 
shail become laws, but two-thirds of 
each house nay pass a law, notwith 
standing his dissent, and if any bill 
should not be returned by the governor 
within five days (Sunday excepted) 
after it has been presented to him, the 
same shali bea law ; unless the general 
assembiy, by their adjournment, shall 
prevent its return. He may approve 
any appropriation, and disap vroveany 
other appropriation, in the same bill, 
and the latter shall not be effectual, 
uniess passed by two-thirds of each 
house.

ARTICLE Vi -JUDiCIARY

established by law. 

Section IL.- Par. 1. The supreme 
court shall consist of a chief justice and 
two associate justices.

A successor to the in-« 
cumbent whose term will soonest ex- 
pire shall be elected by the general as- 
sembly in 188U; a successor to the in- 
cumbent whose term of etiice is next 
in duration shall be elected by the 
general assembly in 1882; and a sue- 
cessor to the third incuinbent shall! be 
elected by the yeneral assembly in 
1884; but appointments to fill vacan- 
cies shall only be for the unexpired 
(term, or until such vacancies are tilled 
by elections, agreeably to the mode 
puinted out by this constitution.

The ju- 
risdiction, puwers, proceedings and 
practice of ail courts or officers invested 
with judicial powers (except city courts) 
of the same grade or class, so far as 
reguiated by law, and the force and ef- 
fect of the process, judgment and de- 
cree, by such courts, severally, shall be 
uniiorm. ‘This uniformity must be es- 
tablished by the general assembly. 
SECTION X.— Paragraph 1. Tnere shall 
bean attorney geveral of this state, 
who shall be elecved by the people at 
the same time, ior the same term, and 
in the same manner as the governor.

shall nol have any fee or perquisite in

Par. 2. The general astembly shal! 
not have’ power to delegate to any 
county the right to levy a tax for any 
purpose, except for educational pur 

poses in instructing children 1n the ele- 
mentary branches of an Epglish educa- 
tion only; to build and repair the pub- 
lic buildings and bridges ; ‘to maintain 
and support prisoners; to pay jurors 
and coroners, and for litigation, quaran- 
ine, roads, and expenses of courts; to 
support paupers and pay debts hereto- 
fore existing. 

The debt 
hereafter incurred by any county, 
municipal corporation, or , polit:cal di- 
vision of this state, except as in this 
constitution provided for, shall never 
exceed seven per centum of the assess- 
ed value of all the taxable propeity 
therein, and no such county, munici- 
pality or division shall incur any new 
debt, except for a temporary loan or

In addition to the 
payment of the annual interest on the 
debt due by the state to the universily, 
the general assembly may, from time to 
time, make such donations thereto as 
the condition of the treasury will au- 
th »rize, and the general assembly may, 
from time to time, make such dunation 
ty any college’or university for the ed- 
ucation of the colored people (not ex- 
ceeding one) as the condition of the 
treasury will authorize.

Section I.— Paragraph 1. There shal! 
be exempt from levy and sale, by virtue 
ofany process whatever, under the 
laws of this state, except as hereinafter 
excepted, of the property of every bead 
ota tamily, or guardian, or trustee of 
atamily of minor children, or every 
aged or infirm person, o: person having 
the care and support of « ependent fe- 
males of any age, who is not the head of 
a tamily, realty or personality, or both, 
to the value in the :ggregate of sixteen 
hundred dol ars. 

Section 1l.—Paragraph 1. No court 
or ministerial officer in this state shall 
ever have jusisdiction or authority to 
enforce any judgment, executiun, or 
decree against the prope ty set apar' 
tur such purpose, incidu.ug such im- 
provements as may be made thereon, 
from time to time, except for t xes, for 
the purchase money of the same, for 
labor done thereou, for materia! fur- 


war between the states, nor any 
of the bonds, notes, or obligations made 


| nisbed therefor, or for the remov:! of 
encumberances thereon. 


Section III. — Paragraph 1. The 
debtor shall have power to waive or 
renonnce (in writing) his right to the 
benefit of the exemption provided for 
in this article, except wearing apparel, 
and not exceeding $300 worth of 
household and kitchen’ turniture, 
and provisions for one year,to be selee- 
ted by himself and his wife, if any, not 
to exceed three hundred dollars in 
value; and he shall not, after it is set 
apart, alienate or encumber the prop- 
erty so exempted, but it may be sold 
by the debtor, and his wife, if any, 
jointly, with the sanction of the jndge 
of the superior court of the cvunty, 
where the debtor resides or the land ‘s 
situated, the proceeds to be reinvested 
upon uses. 

Secrion [V.— Paragraph 1. The gen- 
eral assemby shall provide, by law, as 
early as practicable,for the setting apart 
and valuation of said property. But 
nothing in this article shal! be con- 
strued to affect or repeal the existing 
laws for exemption of property from 
sale, contained in the present code of 
this state in paragraphs 2040 to 2049 
inclusive and the ac's amendatory 
thereto. I[t mav be optional with the 
applicant to take either, but not both of 
such exemptions. 

Section V.—Paragraph 1. The debtor 
shali have authority to waive or re- 
nounce 1n writing his right to the bene- 
fitofthe exemption provided for in 
section four, except as to hc usehold and 
kitchen furniture, wearing apparel and 
provisions for one year, tu be selected 
by himself and wife, if any, not to ex~ 
ceed three bundred doliars. 

Section Vi.—Paragraph 1. The ap- 
plicant shal, at any time, have the 
right tosuppiement his exemption by 
adding to an amount already set apart 
which is less than the whole amount 
of exemption herein ailowed,sufficiency 
to make his exemption equal to the 
whole amount. 

Section VII.—Paragraph 1. Home- 
steads and exemptions of personal 
property which have been heretofore 
set apart by virture of the provisions of 
the existing constitution of this state, 
and in accordance with the laws for the 
enforcement thereof, which may be 
hereafter set apart, at any time, shall 
be and remain valid as to all debts and 
liabilities existing at the time of the 
adoption of this constitution, to the 
same extent that they would have been 
had said existing constitution not been 
revised, 

SecTION VIII.—Paragraph 1. Rights 
which have become ves ed under pre~ 
viously existing laws shall not be effec- 
tedioy anvthing herein contained. La all 
cases in which homesteads have been 
set apart under the constitution of 1868, 
and the laws made in pursuance there- 
of, and a bona fide sale of such property 
has been subs€quent!y made, and the 
full purchase price thereof has been 
paid, all right of exemption in such 
property by reason of having been so 
set upart, shall cease in so far as it ef- 
fects the right ofthe purchaser. In all 
such cases where a part only of the 
purchase price has been paid, such 
transaction shall be -governed by the 
laws now of force in this state, in so far 
a3 they affect the rights of the pur- 
chaser, as though said property had not 
been set apart. 

SECTION 1X.—Paragraph 1. The home 
steads and personal property to be ex- 
empted shall be set apart and valued 
by a commission of three freeholders of 
tue country, one to be selected by the 
applicant, one by the creditor or cred 
itors, and the other by the ordinary, 
and an appeal from their award may 
be taken to a jury in the superior 
court. 

ARTICLE X —~MILITIA 


Section 1.—Paragraph1l. A well reg- 
ulated militia being essential to the 
peace and security of the state, the 
general assembly shall have authority 
to provide by iaw how the militia of 
this state shall be organized, oflicered, 
trained, armed and equipped; and of 
whom itshali consist. 

Par. 2. The general assembly shal! 
have power to authorize the formation 
of volunteer companies (of infantry 
cavalry and artillery), and to provide 
for their organization into battalions, 
regiments, brigades, divisions and 
corps, With such restrictions as may 
be prescribed by law, and shall have 
authority to arm and equip the same. 
Par.3. The officers and men of the 
militia aud volunteer forces shall not 
be entitled to receive any pay, rations, 
or emoluments, when notin active ser~ 
vice by authority of the state. 


ARTICLE X1.—-COUNTIES AND 
COUNLY OF FICERS, 

Section 1.—Paragraph 1. Each coun- 
tv shall be a Lody corporate, with such 
powers and limitations as may be pre- 
scribed by law (not inco.npatible with 
this constitution). All suits by, or 
avainst, a county, shall b- in the name 
thereof; and the metes aud bounds of 
the several counties, shall remain as 
now prescribed by jaw, unless changed 
ae hereinafter provided. 

Par 2. No new county be 
crested. 

Par. 3 County lines shall not be 
unless changed und: r the operation uf 
a general jaw for that purpose. 

Par. 4. No county site shall be 
changed or removed + xcept by a two- 
thirds yote of the qualified voters of the 
county, voting at an election held for 
that purpose, and atwo-thirds vote ol 
the geueral assembly. 

Par. 5 Old county organizations 
may be dissolved and merged with 
contiguous counties, by 4 twosthirds 
vote of the qualified eiectors of such 
county, voting atan election held for 
that purpose. 

Section 2 —Paragraph 1. The coun- 
ty officers shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters of their respective counties, 
or districts, and shall hold their offices 
for two years. They shall be removed 
on conviction for malpractice in office, 
and no person shall be eligible to any 
of the offices referred to in this para- 
graph, uniess he shall have been a res- 
ident of the county for two years, and 
is a qualified voter. 

Section 3.— Paragraph 1. Whatever 
tribunal, or officers, may hereaiter be 
created by the general assembly for 
the transaction of county matters, 
shall be uniform throughout the state, 
and of the same name, jurisdiction 
and remedies, excep: that the general 
assembiy may provide for the appoint- 
meat of commissioners of roads and 
revenue in any county. 


ARTICLE XII-—-?THE LAWS OF 
GENtRAL OPERATION IN FORCE 
IN TH1AS STATE, 


Paragraph 1. The laws of general 
Operation in this state are, first, as the 
supreme law: the constitution of the 
United States, the laws of the United 
States in pursuance thereof, aud al] 
treaties made umder the authority of 
the United States. 

Par. 2. Seeond. As next authority 
thereto: this constitution. 

Par.3 Third. In subordination to 
the foregoing: All laws now of force 
in this state, not inconsistent with this 
constitution, and the ordinances of 
this convention, shail remain of force 
until the same are modified or repealed 
by the general assem biy. 

Par. 4. Local and private acts passed 
for the benefit of counties, citiés, 
towns, corporations, and private per 
sons OF corporations, not inconsistent 
with the supreme iaw, or with this 
constitution, and which have not ex 
pired nor been repeaied, shall have th« 
torce of statute law, subject to judicial 
decision as to their validity when 
passed, and to any limitations imposed 
by their own terms. 

Par. 5. Ail rights, privileges and 
immunities which may have vested in, 
or accrued to,any person or persons, 
or corporation, in his, her, or their own 
right, or in any fiduciary capacity, un- 
der, and in virtue of, any act of the 
general ass2m/ ly,: ra y ju figment, de 
cree, or order, ur olDer pioceeding of

this court, heretofore rendered, shali 


be heid inviolate by all courts before 
whieh they may be brought in ques- 
tion, unless attached for Ponti 

Par. 6. All judgments, deerees, or- 
ders, and other proceedings, of the 
several courts of this state, heretofore 
made, within the limits of their sev- 
eral jurisdictions, are hereby ratified 
and atlirmed, subject only to reversal 
by motion for a new trial, appeal, bill 
of review, or other proceeding, in con- 
formity with the law of force when 
they were made. 

Par. 7. Theofficers of the govern- 
ment now existing shall continue in 
the exercise of their several functions 
until their successors are duly elected, 
appointed and qualified: Provided, 
that nothing berein is to apply to any 
officer, whose office may be abolished 
by this constitution. 

Par. 8. The ordinances of this con» 
vention shall have the force of laws 
until otherwise provided by the gen- 
eral essembly, except the ordinances 
in reference to submitting the home- 
stead and capital question to a vote of 
the people, which ordinances, after 
being voted on, shall have the effect ot 
constitutional provisions. 

ARTICLE X1til—AMFNDMENIS8 TO 
TAE CONSTILULIVNS. 


Section 1.—Paragraph 1. Any 
ameudment, or amendments to this 
constitution muy be proposed ia the 
senate or house of representatives, and 
if the same shall be agreed to by two- 
thirds of the members elected to each 
of the two houses,. such proposed 
amendment or amendments shall be 
entered on their journais, with the 
yeas and nays taken thereon. And 
the general assembly shall cause such 
amendment or amendments to be pub- 
lished in one or more newspapers in 
each congressions! district, for two 
months previous to the time of holdinz 
the next general election, and shall 
also provide fora submission of such 
proposed amendment or amendments, 
to the people at saiu next general 
election, andif the people shall ratify 
such amendment or amendments, by a 
majority of the electors qualified to 
vote for members of the general as 
sembly, vuting thereon, such amend- 
ment oramendments, siix«!i become a 
part of this constitution. Provided, 
That when more than one amend~ 
ment is submitted at*,the same time, 
they shall be so submitted as to enable 
the electors to vote on each amendment 
separately. 

Par. 2 Noconvention of the people 
shill be called by the general assembly 
to revise, amend, or change this consti- 
tution, unless by the concurrence of 
two-thirds of all the members of each 
house of the general assembly. The 
representation in said convention shall 
ve based on population as near as prac- 
ticable. 

Section I].—Paragraph 1. The fore- 
going constitution shall be submitted 
for ratification or rejection to the elec- 
torsot the state, at an election to be 
held on the first Wednesday in De- 
cember, one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-seven, in the several elec- 
tion districts of this state, at which 
election every person shall be entitled 
to yote who was entitled to yote 
for members of the general as~ 
sembly under the constitution and laws 
of force at the date of such election; 
siid election to be held = and 
conducted as is now _ provided 
by law for holding elections tor mem- 
bers of the general assembly. Ali per- 
sons voting at said election in tavor of 
adopting the constitution, shall write or 
have printed on their ballots the words 
“For Ratification;” and all persons op- 
posed to the adoption of the constitu- 
uuon shall write or have printed on 
their ballots the words “Against Rati- 
heation.” 

Par. 2.---The votes cast at said elec~ 
tion shall be consolidated in each of 
the counties of this state, as is now 
required by law in elections for mem. 
bers of the general assembly, and re- 
turns thereof made to the governor; 
and should a majority of all the votes 
cast at said election be in favor of rati- 
fication, he shall declare the said copn- 
sutution adupted, and make proclama- 
tion of the result of said election by 
publication in one or more newspapers 
in each congressional district of the 
state, but should a majority of the 
votes cast be against ratification, he 
shallin the same manner proclaim the 
said constitution rejected.
